WINTER GRAZING 


Better watch your fast growing 
oats and wheat. If they get too 
tall, they might get killed. 

Where heavy growth is present 
on these crops, it will pay you to 
graze them every day if weather 
and soil conditions permit. If a 
hard freeze catches your small 
grains while they are jointed and 
tall, it is likely they will be kill- 


On many fields, it won't be 
necessary to renitrate these plants 
as a lot of growth will remain. 

Late planted winter grazing also 
has a lot of growth and much of 
it will have to be grazed off to 
prevent it being killed. 


FIRE LANES 


Many of you, due to wet weath- 
er ang late harvest, have not yet 
disked or plowed fire lanes. Do 
not wait too long. 

Put fire lanes around all pas- 

tures to save the frosted grass 
grazing. Put them around stacked 
hay and aroung barns and other 
farm buildings. 
If fire gets into your frosted 
grass, it not only destroys this val- 
uable grazing, but also kills out a 
lot of young legumes trying to 
come through. 


ORCHARD 


Now is the time to order your 
fruit trees and grape vines for 
planting a new orchard or adding 
to your present orchard. 

December, January and Febru- 
ary are the best months for plant- 
ing peaches, plums, apples, pears, 
pecans and grapes. Early planting 
is best in order that roots of trees 
will become well established be- 
fore growth starts in the spring. 

Order early ang get what you 
want. Here are some recommend- 
ed varieties: 

Peaches—for South Mississippi as 
well as the rest of the State— 
Springtime, Hiland, Maygold, Red

Mississippi Forestry 
Commission Reduces On 
Orders of Tree Seedlings 


State Forester C. B. Marlin an- 
nounced today that the Miss. For- 
estry Commission has found it 
necessary to reduce amounts on 
some tree seedling orders for 
loblolly and slash pine this year 
even though seedling production 
during the last year rose from 
30 to 75 million seedlings of all 
species. 

Marlin said that orders received 
by the Forestry Commission for 
loblolly and slash pine seedlings 
exceeded the nursery production 
by about 15 million. Reductions 
on à graduated scale from 20 to 
40 per cent were made on loblolly 
pine and from 20 to 60 percent 
on slash pine and all orders above 
50,000. 

"Landowners applying for less 
than 50 thousand loblolly or slash 
pine seedlings,” he said, “will re- 
ceive their full amount.”
